USE EVERY ACRE 


High prices of food, food riots, and such 

like may have at least one helpful influence. 
They will mean a larger acreage, and a 
mighty effort toward larger crops in this 
country, together with a widespread effort 
to increase yields. The stimulus is needed, 
for it is a fact apparent to all who know 
their country, or even a little of it, that 
there is enormous waste in America, waste 
in land lying idle, and in crops not proper- 
lv enltivated, waste in the improper selec- 
tion of seed, and even in methods of har- 
vesting and delivery.

But now this has changed; it has been 
changing steadily for years, but the war’s 
demands have accentuated this, and there 
is now the double stimulus of real need 
and of excellent prices for all produce
